Pottstown & Mercury 
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Compromise Strike Plan is Drafted 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
A 
compromise plan under which 
Congress would end the airline 
«trike for a month, then look to 
President Johnson for action, 
was drafted Wednesday. A Sen­ 
ate decision is likely Thursday, 
The new proposal emerged 
after a bustling day of debate, 
cloakroom 
conferences 
and 
varying versions of legislation 
to halt the 27-day-old walkout. 
There was one vote — an 814 
roll cali which rejected compul­ 
sory arbitration if there is no 
contract 
settlement 
between 
striking 
machinists 
and 
five 
m ajor airlines during a pro­ 
posed 
180 - day 
back-to-work 
period. 
But the major question re­ 
mained, against a background 
of electioo-year politics: Should 
Congress or Johnson actually 
issue 
the 
order 
uihch 
com­ 
mands 35,000 strikers to return 
to their jobs. 


With organized labor bitterly 
opposed to an enforced halt in 
the walkout, the Senate’s lead­ 
ers and lawyers turned out a 
bill which Involves orders from 
both Capitol Hill and the White 
House. 
Still before the Senate is a 
measure endorsed by its Labor 
Committee which would leave it 
to Johnson alone to send the 
machinists back to work for up 
| to 180 days. 
Sponsors of the new plan, the 
Senates leaders among them, 
will seek Thursday to have it 
substituted for the committee 
proposal. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
who helped draft the compro­ 
mise said it would have Con­ 
gress order an end to the strike 
for 30 days. 
Johnson would appoint a spe­ 
cial airlines dispute board to 
seek a contract settlement. 
If none came, Johnson, with 


advice from the board, would be 
authorized to' extend the back- 
to work period — which could 
run for six months.

ill, or disabled are legally entitled to per­ 
sonal tax exonerations. 
Every

Three weeks ago, 11 year old 
Ralph Fontana took his first 
airplane ride. For him. it was 
like having his model airplane 
collection come to life. 
Ralph, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Fontana, 720 West Race 
street, first fell in love with 
airplanes (and his mother says 
thai's exactly the wav to de­ 
scribe the emotion) when he 
was given a model DC-7C — • 
family hand-me-down. 
Although once belonging 
to his brother Michael, now 
16, nothing diminished the 
excitement and fascination 
the youth found in the mini­ 
ature four-engine plane.

bling: model planes from every 
epochal aviation era.

TODAY RALPH has a dozen 
models, each meticulously and 
painstakingly 
glued 
together,

stand. Suprisingly, for his age, 
he knows most of the names 
and descriptive details that go 
along with them. 


“The flight didn’t bother me 
at all/* he said introducing his 
collection, “except that it was 
too short/* Ralph's Beechcraft 
flight over Pottstown lasted six 
minutes. 
Ralph said he rides his 
bike to Pottstown airport 
at least twice a day. “ I like 
to watch them work on the 
planes in the hangers and 
see what’s going o n /’ he 
said. 
He now would like to go to 
Washington, D.C., and see the 
authentic “ Spirit of St. Louis'* 
at the Smithsonian Institution. 
A model of the Lindbergh 1927 
ocean-spanning craft is the fa­ 
vorite of his collection.

HIS REPLICA of the Ryan mo­ 
noplane (a ship with only one 
set of wings instead of the 
Wright 
Brothers-style 
t w o ) 
used on the flight is only three 
inches long, but faithfully re­ 
sembles the actual plane. 
He and his family were in 
the mountains on vacation when 
he started to look for a model 
of the Lindbergh plane, Ralph 
said. “ I couldn’t find one any­ 
where and gave up, but we 


found one later and I built it in 
a half-hour,** 
Although he doesn’t use these 
words, what especially appeals 
to him about the “ Spirit’’ are 
the clean lines and sporty styl­ 
ing of the plane, much like the 
appeal of rakish sport cars of 
the 1930s to car enthusiasts. 
This intuitive liking for an

Newer editions from the his­ 
tory of aviation are there, too, 
such as a B 47 Stratojet, 880 su­ 
per-jet and a prototype of the

ing boards.

House Passes Two Appropriations 


for Universities in State 
HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
House passed and sent to the 
Senate Wednesday two appro­ 
priation bills totaling $49.8 mil­ 
lion for Pennsylvania State Uni­ 
versity and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee 
immediately 
ap­ 
proved the bills and released 
them to the floor, 
along with 
House - passed bills that would 
provide $20,106,996 for Temple 
University and $19,757,200 for 
'the University of Pittsburgh. 
These bills were among 40, to­ 
taling $102 million, approved by 
the Senate Appropriations Com­ 
m ittee. They are now ready for 
action by the Senate as a whole 
The House passed the $40,586. 
500 Penn State bill without de 
bate. However, an 
attempt to 
trim $5.6 million from the $9,- 
340.219 Penn bill w it rejected 
before final passage. 
• m * 
The Penn State bill would pro­ 
vide $1.5 million for 
a new 
Commonwealth Campus, at Olm­ 
sted Air Force Base in nearby 
Middletown. The facility, to be 
called the Capitol Campus, is 
scheduled to open in Septem­ 
ber. 
It also would provide 
$35 5 
million for general maintenance 
of the university’s main campus 
at University Park and its Com* 
monwealth campuses through­ 
out the state. 
In addition, it would provide 
$3 million to continue reduced 
tuition rates for both full-time 
and part-time Pennsylvania res­ 
ident students. The vote on the 
Penn State bill was 201-0. 
The Penn bill would provide 
$6,260,000 for general mainten­ 
ance of the university. In addi­ 
tion, $1,784,100 would go to the 
School of Medicine; $1,196,119 
to the School of Veterinary Med­ 
icine; and $100,000 for the Uni­ 
versity Museum.

Ed­ 
ward W. McNally, D - Cambria, 
who said that state aid to the

3 Steel Firms Increase Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
more steelmakers — Arinco and 
Jones & Laughlin — followed 
the lead of Inland Steel Co. 
Wednesday and boosted some 
basic steel prices $2 to S3 a ton. 
But the Johnson administra­ 
tion was reported still undecid­ 
ed on whether federal action is 
called for.

The White House said Presi­ 
dent Johnson's Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers hasn’t reached 
the point it can advise him 
whether the price increases are 
inflationary. 
* 
The steel firms maintained 
the* boosts are ‘‘modest’* and 
necessary to m$et rising costs. 
But Council Chairman Gard­ 


ner Ackley was reported to have 
sent telegrams to U.S. Steel, the 
No. 1 producer, and at least one 
other firm, although neither the 
White' House nor Ackley would 
confirm this. 
A U.S. Steel spokesman who 
said Ackley sent the firm, a tele­ 
gram, would not reveal its con­ 
tents or whether Ackley was 
seeking to persuade the firm not 
to join the price rise. Another 
firm which said it received a 
telegram declined to be identi­ 
fied. 
Both Inland Steel and Armco 
conceded that they would have 
to pull back their price in­ 
creases if the other steelmakers 
refused to go along with them. 


But an Armco spokesman said 
aU face pressing costs prob­ 
lems.

The editor of Steel Magazine, 
Walter J. Campbell of Cleve­ 
land, said it would mean only 
$1.50 added to the cost of the 
average auto.

The next voice on the radio 
was that of Brennan, a lean 26- 
year-old bachelor: “The com­ 
m ander is dead.

over. 
Besides the captain, several 
others in the outnumbered, out­ 
flanked 68-man company died 
Tuesday afternoon. Many more 
were wounded. Only a few were 
unhurt at nightfall when a relief 
company arrived on the blood­ 
stained battlefield. 
The battle was fought in the 
misty jungles of the la Drang 
Valley in the central Vietnam­ 
ese plateau. It was a small- 
scale report of the vicious en­ 
counters between North Viet­ 
namese troops and the 1st Ca­ 
valry.

The first three prototypes of 
the F lllB turned out to he so 
vastly overweight they could not 
be used aboard carriers, 
A fourth version of the Navy 
model TFX rolled off the as­ 
sembly line in July. Builders 
say they believe it will meet 
Navy specifications.

A decision on whether the 
Navy will accept the aircraft 
will be made in December after 
evaluation of a fifth model to be 
turned out this month. 
On July 27 Secretary of the 
Navy Paul H. Nitxe said the 
F lllB was a weapons’ system

said the project was “one of the 
most sensitive the Navy has 
ever undertaken.” 
The TFX became a center of 
controversy in and out of Con­ 
gress when Defense Secretary 
Robrt S. McNamara four times 
overrode 
recommendations 
of 
an evaluation board. 
The hoard had urged accept­ 
ance of a design submitted by 
the Boeing Co. of Seattle. Mc­ 
Nam ara held out for the design 
submitted by General Dynamics 
of Fort 'Worth, Tex. 
In defending his choice before 
a Senate committee, McNamara 
said the General Dynamics ver­ 
sion promised great Commonal­ 
ity;” that is, common parts, 
and purchase of the all-purpose 
air fram e would result in a sav­ 
ing of $1 billion. 
The TFX, or F lllB , comes in 
two versions — the A for the Air 


Force and the B for the Navy. 
General Dynamics claims the 
two versions have 85 per cent 
identical parts. 
When the first prototype of 
the Air Force version was com­ 
pleted at Fort Worth in October 
1964. McNamara said; “ For the 
first time in history, we have an 
airplane with the range of a 
transport, the carrying capacity 
and endurance of a bomber and 
the agility of a fighter-pursuit 
plane.

running about 30 per cent higher 
than planned. 
Sweeney 
said

search and development costs 
had soared from $84 million to 
$210 million. 
The Defense Department had 
originally planned to buy 1,704 
aircraft, which with spare en­ 
gines and spare parts, was to 
have cost $7.8 billion. 
A m ajor cause of delay in de­ 
veloping the Navy version has 
been guidance and control prob­ 
lems with the Phoenix air-to-air 
missile. The Navy envisions the 
plane as primarily an intercep­ 
tor arm ed with six of these m is­ 
siles. 
Research costs on this missile 
have climbed from $137 million 
to somewhere near $240 million 


according to Sweeney. 
There have been 14 models of 


a projected 18 planes for the Air 
Force and 4 models of a pro­ 
posed 5 craft for the Navy. 
The Air Force versions have 
flown 1.166 hours. Air Force and 
industry sources say the latest 
model of the aircraft has met 
specifications. 
But the F lllB version mi ay 
provoke reopening of a congres­ 
sional investigation.
